was then sent along at a good pace at long 
distances over the hill course in his prepar- 
atory training for the American Derby, and 
was shipped west. 

“Heno, when he left for Chicago, was ready 
and fit to beat any horse in the east. The 
trip after such a hard course of training 
caused him to go stale. Mr. Mackay and his 
trainer were enthusiastic over the colt’s con- 
dition when he left here, and even after ar- 
riving at Washington Park he was worked 
a mile and a half in record time with such 
comparative ease that his grasp on the derby 
was verj’ bright. 

“His eastern performances and his clever 
work after arriving at Chicago startled the 
western bookmakers and they made him fav- 
orite in the big field. Bullman, w'ho is possi- 
bly one of the best riders of two-year-olds in 
the country, had the mount. As the natural 
style never leaves a rider of his type, he im- 
mediately took the horse, w'hich is a free 
runner, out to the front, with the leaders. 
After running a mile and killing off two or 
three others he gave up the struggle and fell 
back beaten. 

“Many turfmen who saw the race criticised 
Bullman’s ride, but to tell the truth Heno 
was far from his best form. All during the 
remainder of the year this grand racer was 
unable to get back to his spring form or 
within pounds of his two-year-old form of 
the year before.” 

After Mr. Mackay had signified his inten- 
tion of retiring from the turf on account of 
his father’s death the horses of his stable 
were put up at auction during the Saratoga 
meeting and Heno was purchased by W. S. 
Fanshawe. Rumor had it that the horse 
would never again stand hard preparation 
for a race over a distance. But through the 
advice of William Lakeland Mr. Fanshawe 
bid on the horse and secured him. 

The horse was turned over to the clever 
trainer to handle and ran a few good races 
at the fall meeting at Gravesend. But in 
none of these races did he show the high- 
class form that he did in the spring. Heno 
is at Brighton Beach, and is now trained by 
William Lakeland. — Daily America.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

S. A. White, the New York turfman, 
visited Lexington, Ky. last week to see about 
taking up his trio of two-year-olds, which 
were broken last fall by Dan O’Brien at the 
Kentucky Association track. They will be 
trained by W. H. Stevenson this year, who has 
his stable wintering at Versailles, Ky., but 
will go east with his horses early in May. 
White has named his youngsters, one of 
which is a sister to W. C. Whitney's mare 
Martha II., and the other is out of a half sis- 
ter to J. 'W. Schorr’s c.ampaigner Ordnung. 
The latter is thought to be a $10,000 colt and 
is a Futurity candidate. The three promis- 
ing youngsters are; 

Rain or Shine, b. c. by Rainbow — High- 
land Princess, by Jim Gore. 

Regian, br. c, by Loyalist — In Front, by 
Boulevard. 

Fair Allien, br. f. by Dandle Dinmont — 
Louise T., by Rayon d’Or. 

A Lexington report says; “A valuable addi- 
tion to the Ziegler stable, located at Patrick’s 
j Highland Farm here, has been made by the 
purchase of the three-year-old colt Jack 
Young. The price said to have been paid G. 
C. Baker for the brown son of Lamplighter — 
Johnetta was $10,000. Jack Young raced ex- 
clusively at St. Louis last season, and was 
considered about the best two-year-old that 
raced there. He was first no less than 
eleven times, winning among other races the 
Test Handicap, one mile in 1:41}, In which 
he defeated the good filly Geheimniss. He 
also won at a mile and seventy yards in 1:45, 
the flr.st mile of which was run In 1:40, and 
at one and one-sixteenth miles in 1:47. In 
all of his races he finished strongly, and as 
he seemed especially fond of a mile or over, 
Mr. Ziegler unquestionably has in Jack Young 
material for a cracking good three-year- 
old.” 

The Metropolitan Jockey CHub is to have a 
steeplechase course at the new Jamaica 
track. It will not be constructed this year, 
owing to conditions over- which the club have 
no control, but next season surely. The 
course will be a regulation course, and when 
it is ready for business the association will 
institute a number of first class cross coun- 
try specials. 

If The Jockey Club continues the policy as 
to dates begun this year the Metropolitan’s 
principal cross country' specials will be run 
during the spring and autumn meetings. In 
the spring specials the officers of the club ex- 
pect to get the “chasers ’ that run in Wash- 
ington during March and April, and with the 
autumnal races they feel pretty sure of 
catching all the first class steeplechasers that 
run at Morris Park, Gravesend and Sheeps- 
head Bay. Several of the members of the club 
were at first opposed to the notion of a 
steeplechase course because they feared they 
did not have room enough for a good one,

THE NORTHERN CIRCUIT. 

W. O. Parmer, of Nashville, Tenn., and G. 
M. Hendrie, of Detroit, control Fort Erie and 
Highland Park tracks, and these, as is well 
known, constitute the big end of the so-called 
Canadian circuit. Mr. Parmer is very san- 
guine as to the success of his ventures dur- 
ing the coming season. The stake entries 
have filled well in response to material addi- 
tions to the amount of added money offered. 

The dates for the Canadian circuit will be 
substantially as follows: Racing will begin at 
Toronto May 23 and continue there twelve 
days. Hamilton will follow with a six days’ 
meeting, and then the Highland Park meet- 
ing will open June 22 and last nineteen days. 
This will follow immediately after the twelve 
days’ trotting meeting at Campau’s Grosse 
Point track. Fort Erie is next to the line, 
the meeting there opening July 14 and con- 
tinuing for forty-five days. After this the 
campaigners will go back to Highland Park 
for the fall meeting, which will continue 
seventeen days. 

At Fort Erie $15,000 will be expended on 
building new stables, repainting the grand 
stand and regrading the track. At Highland 
I PS'i'k the grand stand will be remodeled and 
new stables will be provided at a cost of 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Messrs. Parmer and Hendrie now regard 
their racing venture as an assured success 
and they expect handsome returns during the 
coming season. The sport has been materially 
popularized in western Canada, Detroit and 
Buffalo by these tracks and the combination 
into a circuit of these two tracks, along with 
Hamilton, Toronto and in all probability 
Montreal, has taken into that section of the 
racing world a much larger and higher class 
of horses than could have been expected 
without concerted action. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

J. W. Schorr’s Crescent City Derby candi- 
date, Spencer Reif, may not be sent to New 
Orleans to start in the race. While exer- 
cising on track last Monday at Memphis 
the colt ran away and circled the course 
twice before he was caught. The extent of 
his injuries is unknown now. and trainer 
Walker said that he would not decide for a 
few days about shipping the colt to New 
I Orleans. 



Word comes from Nashville that Henry 
Gerhardy, who trained a string of horses 
for W. B. Jackson last year, has lost his 
reason and is confined in an insane asylum. 
Gerhardy was a crack rider in his day, and 
afterward a first-class trainer. He was 
very popular with those he came in con- 
tact with and numbered his friends by the 
score. A fall received while riding at Gut- 
tenburg is said to have been responsible for 
his present illness. 

W. H. McCorkle has turned breeder. He 
is well known on the turf as an owner and 
campaigner of the race horses, but now he 
has purchased a farm and will enter the 
breeding ranks. He has purchased the Price 
farm, on the old Frankfort Pike adjoining 
the Ash Grove Stud of Col. W. L. Simmons, 
where he proposed to replenish each season 
his racing from youngsters of his own breed- 
ing. 

Frank Lanterman sent Joe Yeager $3,000 
last Monday to place in the O’Leary book on 
McChesney’s chances in the Montgomery 
Handicap at 4 to 1. When Yeager placed 
the wager he added $4,000 of his own money. 
This is the first plunge of any note in the 
future book on the opening classic of the 
season. Lanterman is in New Orleans, and 
sent the commission direct from there. 

According to M. H. Tichenor, of the firm 
of Tichenor & Co., jockey Otto Wonderly 
has been signed to do the stable’s riding this 
season at a salary of $12,000. Jockey Bu- 
chanan, recently suspended at New Orleans, 
spent Sunday at Menmphis, and was re- 
leased from his contract with Tichenor. 
Buchanan left for New Orleans in hopes of 
securing reinstatement. 

B. C. Evans, who raced Lena A. at New 
Orleans last year, arrived there from his 
Texas ranch with four tw’o-year-olds b\
